Bennett Will Not 
Peg the Price of 
Canadian Wheat 


OTTAWA, April 22—A whirlwind 
finish to the debate on the address 
in ‘the House of Commons Tuesday 
night brought dramatic declaration 
from Premier R. B. Bennett. No gov- 
ernment of which he was the’ head 
would ever ‘‘peg’” wheat prices, as- 
serted the Prime Minister in a tense 
House. No permanent relief could be 
obtained in that way. Members who 
had used the debate as a medium for 
spreading gloom about Western Can- 
ada were doing their country injury. 
There were tens of thousands of 
farmers in Western Canada with 
money in the bank. The cry of west- 
ern insolvency was hurtful and un- 
just. In the past three years 2,000,- 
000 people in the three prairie prov- 
inces had produced $2,000,000,000 of 
new wealth. 

A very definite, clear-cut under- 
standing existed between the Min- 
ister of Agriculture and representa- 
tives of the prairie provinces in re- 


spect to supplying credits for the 
Prairie farmer, Mr. Bennett said. 
He dealt with the demands for a 


rpecial committee to investigate the 
present economic situation, contain- 
ed in the U.F.A. amendment to the 
address, by saying that the standing 
committees of Parliament would 
shortly be struck. There would be 
committees on agriculture; industrial 
relations and trade and commerce 
available to deal with any questions 
which members desired to bring up. 

Mr. Bennett voiced strong criticiem 
for the previous declaration of Rt. 
Hon. Mackenzie King, the opposition 
leader, that he proposed to support 
the U.F.A. amendment. 

‘*Most members of the house have 
seen exhibitions of vacillation from 
the leader of the opposition,’’ he 
said. ‘‘But I am bound to say that 
never before has he done himself

The - Government, “declared Mr, 
Bennett, proposed to discharge its 
duties unswerved by abuse, by  vili- 


proposals. If the Government was 
to go out of power, it would not be 


for support in order to enable it to 
live, 

To buttress his statement that the 
West was not insolvent or bankrupt 
as some opposition members had in- 
timated, Mr. Bennett presented fig- 
ures of the automobiles in use in the 
three Prairie provinces. Manitoba 
represented 79,308 passenger cars, 
tractors and vehicles of all kinds; 
Saskatchewan, 129,861, and Alberta 
102,651. 

And do you know the cost of those 
cars? It is a staggering sum—$300,- 
000,000.’’ Mir. Bennett exclaimed. 
The people of the three Prairie pro- 
vincés last year contributed $9,600,- 
000 in gasoline taxes and registration 
fees. ) 

‘*Wihat are the causes of this de- 
pression? This question must be 
faced squarely. Speculation! That’s 
first cause. Not in wheat or oils or 
stocks, but speculation in its broader 
sense.’’.. proceeded Mr. Bennett. Ev- 
ery part of Canada had felt the dis- 
astrous effect of the Wall Street 
crash. oe 

Instalment buying, another form 
of speculation, was listed by Mr. 
Bennett as a cause of the depression. 
This he said, was ‘‘gambling with 
your weekly wage,’’ and ‘‘staking 
your ability to pay against a pay en- 
velope that may not materialize.’’ 
The goods were taken back. This re- 
sulted, he said in over-production in 
industry.

Great Britain today is an industria’ 
paradox. We hear, on the one hand 
stories of British bungling, of lack 
of initiative and adaptability on the 
part of British traders, and, on the 
other hand, we encounter  periodica’ 
spurts of efficiency which leaves ur 
breathless. 

While Britons have been bewailing 
their own ineptitude in their own 
press, and incidentally telling the 
world about it, Britons ‘have captured 
the world speed record on land, sea 
and air, have staged a huge commer- 


cial fair at Buenos Aires and have 
undertaken some surprising nation- 
alization schemes in their own coun- 
try “wr! 


The latest project, according to the 
Daily Herald, semi-official Laborite 
organ, is to be complete electrifica- 
tion of all British transportation 
services.

land. Electricity would automatically 
remove the smuts, and then the only 
threat to England’s green sitretches 
which would remain would be the ev- 
er-reaching tentacles of suburbia.

If the British Consumer’s Co-op- 
erative decides to place the orders 
which are at present moment antici- 
pated by Alberta farmers, their ac- 
tion should give great stimulus to the 
local cattle raising industry and also 
to the reciprocal trade movement be- 
tween Western Canada and the Old 
Country. ; a 

According to co-operative officials 
now ‘visiting. Calgary arrangements 
may be made whereby Oanada will 
obtain a market amounting to 400 
or 500 head of cattle a week to Great 
Britain. This is no inconsiderable 
order, especially at the present time. 
The majority of Alberta farmers are 
not. reducing their acreage, but are 
rather attempting to raise the quan. 
tity and quality of their grain in ar 
effort to compete in the open marke 
with the world’s best cereals. Dhiver- 
sification of farming is taking place 
to only a limited extent, as, indeed 
was expected. Therefore any addi 
tional impetus to agricultural activ- 
ities in Canada other than grain 
growing is doubly welcome.

~g. Four miles wide was the hole 
n the allied line. It was eventually 
‘lugged’ by British and French, but 
nly because the Canadians held fast;

ttacked, leading the Germans to be~ 
‘eve that reinforcements were al- 
‘aady in the line and so making them 
sar for their own flank. 

As Marshal Foch said, in dedicat- 
ng the memorial at St. Julien, it was 
here ‘‘the Canadians wrote the first 
age in their book of glory.’’ St.

Great Britain Scraps 
Sunday Blue Law 


From the remarkable in 
Lordon during the debate on the bill 
permitting Sunday opening of movie 
theatres, it is to be concluded that 
the Sabbatarians ang the members of 
the Lord’s Day Alliance in Great 
Britain constitute a politically active 
group. 

While members of the House of 
Commons, irrespective of party, de- 
ated the question in heated terms, 
thousands prayed before the statue 
of Oliver Cromwell outside the House 
of Parliament. A ten-mile long pet- 
ition was presented to the Prime 
Minister urging continuance of strict 
Sunday observance. Sandwich men 
paraded outside the House, bearing 
placards which exhorted members to 
protect the sanctity of Sunday. 

Despite these demonstrations, the 
House of Commons passed by an ov- 
erwhelming ma; ‘ty the measure 
which repeals a 1° -year-old statute 
and which makes it legal for moving 
picture theatres to open on Sunday. 
The fact that the praying multitudes, 
the sandwich men, the petition and 
all the other propaganda had no ef- 
fect upon the deliberations of the 
British House entitles its membere to 
congratulation. Spectacular attempts 
of an aggressive minority to hinder

the progress of constitutional legis- 
lation are a negation of democracy 


and are only too frequently success- 
ful. ‘The members of the House of 
Commons are elected to represent the 
people and those who elect them do 


not expect them to be influenced by| 


advertising stunts. It is fortunate 
that the British House can display, 
on eecasions, the courage of its con- 
vietions. 

The Sunday observance issue. in 
Great Britain is a different one to 
that in Canada. The act forbidding 
opening of places of amusement is 
obsolete in nature, yet, until its re- 
peal on Tuesday, is existed as a sitat- 
ute. Enlightened opinion in the Old 
Country—as represented by leading 
periodicals such as the Observer— 
has held that to keep some people 
out of theatres sends them into pub- 
lie houses; that keeping them out of 
theatres in any case does not send 
them to church, and that sending 
them to church cannot make them 
pray. These anguments carried 
weight, and the body of British citi- 
zens——not sufficiently interested in a 
personal way to stage counter-dem- 
onstrations at Westminster—receiv- 
ed full representation. 

There is no doubt, of course, that 
because of this bill the English Sun- 
day will lose something .of its charm, 
and not a few persons, who have no 
strong religious feelings on the mat-

ter, will sigh a little at this new in- 
trustion upon the tranquility of 
England. But every progressive 
movement seems to bring with it the 
regretful discarding of some ancient 
and valued custom.

Premier Bennett voiced the pre- 
ponderating opinion of the pedple of 
this country when, in a reply to a 
delegation he declared unalterable 
hostility to any scheme of non-con- 
tributing state unemployment insur- 
ance. He ‘stated quite rightly that 
such a system would put a premium 
on idleness. Abuses under the sys« 
tem. in Great Britain, which started 
out as a contributing plan, have be- 
come so glaring that a royal com- 
mission was appointed some | time 
ago to eswioanys With even the 
pretext of having to seek employment 
temoved, the way woull be cleared to 
make this young dominion a nation 
of idlers, maintained out of state 
funds. 

State unemployment insurance on 
any basis should not be .necessary in 
a country whose natural resources 
are largely undeveloped. It would be 
reflection on the enterprise of ‘the 
Canadian people and a confession of 
ineptitude on the part of our states- 
men if an expedient necessary only 
in old and over-populated countries 
has to be adopted here to deal with 
unemployment. In a huge country, 
one of the largest of the globe, it 
should not be impossible to provide 
work for a population still slightly 
under ten millions. 

It is true that the world is passing 
through a change which marks the 
advent of mechanization on a major 
scale. Acute distress has been caus- 
ed by the accompaniment of a period 
of commercial depression, but this is 
not to admit we should decide to 
pauperize permanently a lange per- 
centage of the Canadian people. It 
is still trae, fortunate'y,, that very 
few workers in Canada want to be 
puuperized or ‘‘doled’’, They want 
work ard the provision cf work is 
the major coucern of the federal and 
provincial governments, not the mun- 
icipal authorities. 

During the past winter, Canada 
has dealt with unemployment by 
means of direct relief, but it is ob- 
vious that this will fall as a perman- 
ent policy. A preventive and curative 
national system will not be evolved 
by any such haphazard method. 
What is needed is a thorough invest- 
igation of the causes and the remed- 
ies. Immediate palliatives will not do 
but in spite of the warning of the 
past six months no government, fed- 
eral or provincial, has shown any 
readiness to get down to basic prin- 
ciples. If anything has been empha- 
sized, it is the need of expert invest- 
igation into the causes of unemploy- 
ment in a new and sparsely-popu- 
lated country and the securing of ad- 
viee on how to deal with the situa- 


istion. “Not one Legislature seriously 


tackled that problem this winter and 
so far the federal government has 
given no line on how it proposes to 
deal with the unemployment crisis 
next winter. Millions of dollars are 
being spent annually on scientific: re- 
search but not one cent on a study 
of economic social conditions. It looks 
like a case of violin playing while 
Rome burns.

The Banks 
* and: Credits 


“The banks desire to state that 
there has been no general withhold- 
ing of credit’and that they are today, 
as in the past, considering demands 
from thoir western farmer clients 
and granting advantes which appear 
justified, that is,.advances which do 
not place the principle of loans i" 
jeopardy, upon which there is a fair 
prospect of receiving interest’ and 
which may be repaid within a reasoh- 
able time,’’ Beaudry Leman, presi- 
dent of the Ganadian Banker’s Asso- 
ciation and general manager of the 
Banque Canadienne Nationale, said 
in a formal statement issued last 
Thursday. 

Interest rates changed were based 
upon expenses incurred in the loan 
business, Mr. Leman said. His dec- 
jaration was'inspired by complaints 
made lately in and out of Parliament 
that banks had closed down on farm- 
er loans or were charging  exorbi- 
tant rates where loans were author- 
ized. 

So far as loans were concerned, he 
pointed out that banks’ functions d‘l 
not permit them indiscrimately to 
become ‘‘silent partners’’ of the 
farmer, that the Bank Act limited 
loan operations and rightly so, for 
money loaned was not bank or public 
funds but the savings of depositors. 
Loans were available where interest 
and repayment in a reasonable time 
were apparent, Mr. Leman said. _In- 
terest rates were governed by the 
business done; in the West loans 
were for small and numerous = ac- 
counts and the handling was cost 
ly. Lowering of rates would inevit- 
ably mean curtailment of farmer 
credit. 

Mr. Leman deprecated statements 
making it appear that the major por- 
tion of Western farmers were insol- 
vent or hopelessly in debt. The 
banks could not let such statements 
go unchallenged. There were thous- 
ands of farmers in Western Canada 
who were depositors and not borrow- 
ers. Amongst those who borrowed 
but a. small percentage had assumed 


obligation which placed them in a 
precarious position, he said. ‘‘Credit 
will not be attracted to the west 


picturing conditions as bordering on 
disaster,’’ he said.

Kingdoms and 


Suit Cases 
At Marseilles a weary Alfonso told 
the porter three times to take care 
of this baggage. It was the most 
ironic touch of this last turn of the 
unhappy house of Bourbon-Hapsburg. 

Down seven hundred year . Alfon- 
so’s relatives on his mother’s side 
have won and lost kingdoms, have 
dominated the Western world by vir- 
tue of that curious organization, the 
Holy Roman Empire, which, in Vol- 
taire’s words, Was neither holy, Rom- 
an, nor an Empire. The story of the 
House of Hapsburg has run like a 
read thread through the history of 
Europe, The Emperor Charles V. at 
the zenith of the Hapsburg power, 
had at his back the prestige of the 
Holy Roman Bmpire, the wealth and 
commerce of the Netherlands and of 
Spain, and the riches of the Spanish 
colonies in South America. In Italy 
he ruled over Sardinia, Naples, Sicily 
and the Dutchy of Milan. He gov. 
erned the bishopric of Utrecht, Gron- 
ingren, and Gelderland, the Austrian 
archduchies, the Tyrol, Bohemia and 
a strip of Hungary. That was in 1535 
In 1921, Charles Hapsburg, the dis- 
possessed Emperor of Austria, died 
and thus brought the direct line of 
descendants to an end. 

Alfonso’s ancestors on his father’s 
side ruled France from the days of 
Henry of Navarre, murdered in 1610, 
down to the execution in 1793 of 
Louis XVI, and again, for a period, 
after the fall of the Empire. 

Alfonso was the only descendant of 
the two great houses to possess a 
throne. The Hapsburgs had gone to 
dust, the Bourbons had retired to the 
peaceful confines of Richmond Park. 
On Monday he was worried about his 
kingdom. On Thursday he was wor- 
ricd about his suitcases. 

It is probable that his nervous sys- 
tem had become adapted to the pro- 
cess of worrying about something, 
and that—-when the immediate dan- 
gers of assassination were removed 
and the kingdom lost—the harassed 
brain of Spain’s deposcd monarch 
continued to fret and burn over non- 
essentials. Then, again, it must be 
remembered that a Hapsbung and a 
Bourbon is entitled to be cynical 
about the safety of anything he calls 
his own—be it an Empire or a hand- 
bag. 


complaints of definite cases in which 
credit was held up. Only in this way 
could an error in judgment on the 


part of any locai manager be cor- 
rected, Mr Leman said. 
‘*Imstead of visiting complaints 


with reprisals as appears to be feared 
the banks will always welcome com- 
munications which would enable them 
to rectify any such error:or to: ex- 
plain fully the reasons for their ac- 
tion in not entertaining credit ap- 
plications;’’ he added. 

As indicated by returns from a 
bank very strongly entrenched in the 
prairies, loans to farmers by this 
bank at the-end' of December, 1930, 
exceeded similar loans at the same 
date in 1929, by 161 1-4 per cent, Mr. 
Leman said. If a similar detailed 
examination were made in the branch- 
es of all other banks the combined 
result would probably not differ ma- 
terially from this figure, he added. 

Seventy-six per cent of the loans 
throughout the prairie provinces bore 
a rate of seven per cent or under, he 
continued, while 20 per cent. of the 
loans bore from seven to eight per 
cent.

W. G. Bergman, 
d‘rector of relief, reports that the 
city has spent $8,000,000 to save 
Ford workers from starvation. The 
Ford family’s contribution is about 
1.5 per cent. of this sum—and less 
than a quarter of one per cont. of 
Ford’s 1930 profits. 

And to add ittsult to injury, while 
the city to which he pays no taxes 
takes care of his deserted and hun- 
gry workers, Henry Ford suns him- 
self in Florida, and says that the 
‘‘average man’’ won’t work unless 
he has to. 

The American people once had a 
warm liking for Henry Ford. They 
are fast losing it. In the cold light 
of a starvation winter, he shows as 
hard and callous and stupid as any 
other ‘‘captain of industry.’’

The Southern 
Race Problem 


According to an article in the 21st | 
annual report of the ‘National Asso- | 
ciation for the Advancement of Col- | 
ored People, a total of 25 lynchings 
took place in the United States dur- 
ing 1930. A curious situation today 
exists in connection with these per- | 
iodic displays of mob violence. 

Lynchings usually follow’ perpetra- 
tion of some crime on the part of 
negroes. According to this report, 
eight negroes were lynched for mur- 
der, three for attacking white women, 
three for attempting to attack white | 
women, one for assaulting a white | 
woman, two for shooting white men, 
one for quarrelling with a white man, 
one for testifying against a white 
man, one for ‘‘activity in politics’’, 
two for robbery, one for not stopping 
an automobile when ordered and one 
for an offence unknown. In addition 
one white man was lynched for bomb- 
ing a house. 

The majority of these victims com- 
mitted some offence punishable by 
law prior to the lynching. Had the 
law been permitted to pursue its 
course, and the cases been proven, it 
is justifiable to presume that ade- 
quate punishment would in all cases 
have resulted, As it is, no cases 
were proven and in none of the 
cases were the forms of justice even 
remotely followed. The victims, how- 
ever guilty, have attained the status | 
of martyrs in the e¥eo of their dark | 
brothers. 

Canadians, who have to face | 
significant race problems, have diffi- 
culty in understanding the psychol- 
ogy of the resident of the Southern 
States—.who is blinded to questions 
of justice by the all-important ques- 
tion, of color. It is safe to claim thet 
the real crime of all the colored vic- 
tims of lynchings in 19380 was that of 
being born black. However guilty or 
however innocent they happened to 
be, the specific crime attributed to 
them was of secondary importance to 
the fact that they were of the dark 
race. The antipathy of the South- 
erner to the negro is an unreasoning 
one, justified perhaps by the fact 
that, en bloc, the latter represents a 
serious social problem, and has done 
so ever since his liberation from 
slavery. 

There is a tendency to get away 
from this condition, and the associa- 
tion which made this report is one 
of the factors assisting this tendency. 
Sueh questions as the segregation of 
dark Gold Star mothers from white 
Gold Star mothers, distinctions a- 
gainst the negro in public and high 
schools, and other evidences of social 
differentiation crc taken up. 

As a dem:cretic people we are 
inclined to sympathize with the ne- 
gro, but—isolated as we are from 
the area where the race problem ex- 
ists, and inadequately supplied with

Louis Meyer Is 
Named as Killer 


Edmonton, April 21Louis Meyer, 
was named by a coroner’s jury sit- 
ting Monday > afternoon, as the killer 
of Gus J. Gerring, New Sarepta 
farmer, who was killed at the gate of 
his farmyard on Thursday last. Mey- 
er is held by police on ‘a charge o 
murder. : , 

Thejury fourd ‘‘That the deceased 
came to his death on Thursday, April 
16, from wounds inflicted by two 
shots from a gun in the hands of L. 
Meyer.’’ 

Declarations by Mrs. Bertha Ger- 
ring, wife of the deceased, that she 
had seen Meyer go to the shed and 
ge: a shotgun when they heard Ger- 
ring approaching in his wm zon, and 
go to meet her husband at the gate, 
a quarter of a mile away from the 
house, proved to be the most damag- 
ing evidence at the hearing. 

Mrs. Gerring, who appeared under 
police escort, admitted that she saw 
Meyer approach her husband, saw 
them talk for a few minutes and 
then saw Gerring drop as a shot was 
fired. She did not state directly 
that Meyer fired the shot when she 
was not asked the direct question. 


A Hard Working 
Agricultural Minister 


It is annonced that, in order to en- 
courage the breeding of purebred 
livestock in Western Canada the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture 
will pay freight charges on purebred 
cattle bought from breeders and 
farmers in Canada and shipped to 
points in the West. 

This decision is in line with the 
carefully planned policy which the 
department has followed ever since 
the Honorable Robert Weir became 
Minister of Agriclture. 

As a primary agricultural region, 
Alberta is naturaly more concerned 
with the activities of Mr. Weir’s de- 
partmer.t than those of possibly any 
other, and Mr. Weir has shown be- 
yond doubit that he is. sincerely in- 
terested in the welfare of the west 
ern farmer. He has been one of the: 
most hard working ministers in the 
government. 

Under his leadership, the depart- 
ment has encouraged export of cattle 
to the Old Country. He has urged 
formation of, and sub-equently lent 


' support to, the Western’ Council of 


Beef producers. He has agreed to 
import six stallions from Europe for 
improvement of ‘the stock of Canad- 
ian horse breeders, and has promised 
that several of these stallions will 
be used in the West. His pronounce- 
ment upon the heated bank credits 
issue have been further proof of his 
interest in the Western farmer’s 
welfare. 

Those who have been in close asso- 
ciation with him since he undertook 
his new duties, moreover, testify 
that he is one of the most industrious 
ministers of agriculture Ottawa has 
known. Alt a time such as the pres- 
ent the services of such a minister 
are greatly appreciated, especially 
by Westerners. 


Another Victory 
For Lloyd George 


The Labor Government of Great 
Britain has survived another parlia- 
mentary crisis developed by the 
Baldwin motion of non-confidence on 
the question of unemployment. Mr. 
Lloyd George led twenty-three of his 
followers into the government camp 
for the division and the Labor Left 
Wing docilely voted with the admin- 
istration. London dispatches describ- 
ed the vote, which resulted in the de- 


fifty-four, as a victory for the Liber- 
al leader rather than for the gov- 
ernment’s une ment programme 
which has had st disappointing 
results. It is a victory not wholly 
satisfactory for the Little Welsh- 
man, for ten Liberals voted against 
him and five refused to vote at all. 
The division in the Liberal ranks is 
being steadily widened by the lead- 
er’s tactics. He is succeeding in 
keeping a minority party in power 
but at the expense of Liberal pros- 
pects in the country. Recent by-el-

The past few ve days t have seen doz- 
ens of people motoring to Gull Lake 
to see the ice come in. With a roar 
that can be heard for miles, the stiff 
North-Westerly wind that has been 
blowing over the leke for the past

As to Throwing 
Rotten Eggs 


Premier J. T. M. Anderson, 
Saskatchewan has expressed com- 
mendation of certain residents of -the 
British Isles for ‘‘pelting Commun- 
ists with rotten eggs.’’ He pointed 
out that in his estimation no _ treat- 
ment was too drastic for Red agita- 
tors. Premier Anderson has got his 
values a little confused. 

When people throw rotten eggs at 
Communists it is a good sign, be- 
cause it means that those people dis- 
like Communists, that public opin- 
ion as well as officialdom is against 
Sovietism. Yet the virtue lies in the 
dislike rather than in the practice of 
throwing eggs. There is nothing 
commendable in the throwing of a 
rotten egg. It is, in effect, an’ act 
of civic anarchy. - 

The first question which arises is 
why throw things at all? Why not 
merely ignore the speakers and each 
go his own way? The answer is that 
there is a definite pleasure to be 
found in the act of throwing some- 
thing at somebody—a pleasure di- 
vorced from political belief. There 
are few occasions today when the 
race can gratify this pleasure. In 
the old days, actors came in for 
their share of missiles, but in these 
enlightened years it has become de- 
classe to throw things at actors. Oth- 
er political speakers to a large ex- 
tent have been removed by changing 
custom from rotten egg eligibility. 
The world is civilized. Communists, 
who are not respectable, and who are 
protected by officialdom from ser- 
ious injury by the mob, but not from 
igonominy, present an excellent op- 
portunity to those who hanker after 
the unregenerate days of pillories 
and egg-throwing. 

The second, and most tricky, ques- 
tion is, why always an egg? Parsnips 
and turnips hurt more, cabbages 
guarantee that the target will be 
hit, a hail of small potatoes can be 
extremely disconcerting. The explan- 
ation is that the egg is compact, ap- 
parently harmless, light in the hand. 
Yet, the explosion it makes when it 
hits the mark, in contrast to its 
harmless appearance, is
